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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to claim 15 requires the storage of the non-video data in the primary store along with storing 
the video data in the primary store. This feature of storing both the video and non-video data in the primary store is not presented in any 
of the other claims and therefore would require further consideration and/or search. Further it is requested by the examiner that the 
applicant provide where in the disclosure this feature is supported. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the Audio delays of 
Eifrig are not extracting means. The Audio delays of Eifrig store audio data and when the delay is over provides the audio data. It is 
viewed by the examiner that delay exctracts the audio data that it had been delaying. Therefore Eifrig satisfies the requirements of claim 
1. The applicant further argues that Eifrig fails to disclose obtaining a process data blocked by variable length encoding the replaced 
data group. This feature is clearly shown in the referenced figure 3a from the final rejection. Eifrig shows a variable length encoder (302 
of Figure 3a) which proveds processed data blocks (Col 8 Lines 23-29). Therefore it is viewed by the examiner that Eifrig teaches the 
requirements of claim 9. The applicant argues that the reasoning to provide a buffer for the audio is not obvious. Adolph teaches that 
the audio can be adapted to the second data rate in a corresponding audio data processor. This suggests that the audio data would 
need to be adapted. As known in the art, such adaption would be to delay the audio inorder to provide the video transcoding process 
time to perform the transcoding (as shown by Eifrig Fig. 3a). Therefore, it is well known in the art that the process of transcoding is not 
instantaneous and thus the audio would need to be delayed in order to be synchronized with the processed video. 
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
